In a formal signed statement to be 
printed in the San Diego Union this 
morning, Congressmah William Kett- 
ner will announce his retirement at 
the end of his present term at Wash- 
ington, March 4, 1921, saying that 
under no consideration will he be a 
candidate for re-election, and that 
the statement is final and definite. 

While .San Diego political interests 
have been expecting that Mr. Kett- 
ner would finally yield to the per. 
suasion of San Diego friends who 
have been insisting that he must 
be a candidate again, they admit 
that they no longer have such an 
idea, and immediately the question 
here turns on who is likely to be 
the Republican nominee, on the the- 
ory that a Republican is likely to 
carry the district. 

So far there are four well known 
San Diegans mentioned as candidates 
from the county—Judge Edgar A. 
Luce, State Senator Edward P. Sam- 
ple, Mayor Louis .JJ Wilde and Chas. 
A. Sumner, the latter formerly dis- 
trict attorney at Toledo, O., before 
coming to California some years ago. 
Whether all of them will go into the 
primary iin August, or into a dis- 
trict conference, if one is held, is 
yet to develop.

Dr. Fox will not be able. to take

The new farm advisor is a gradu- 
ate of Cornell University and was a 
classmate of B. W. Shaper, former 
farm advisor of this county and 
now manager for Hollow-Hill farm. 
He has take nthe degrees of bache- 
lor of science and doctor of philos- 
ophy, which Prof. Smith begged the 
directors not to hold against him 
since he was brought up on a farm 
and has had much practical experi- 
ence as farmer, teacher and farm ad- 
visor. 

At his alma mater he was Instruc 
tor in agriculture and at the Penn- 
sylvania College he is professor of 
farm management, having done much 
work in compiling costs, particularly 
in farming and dairying and the fac- 
ors in crop production.

pose of a discussion of the serious 
condition which confronts many of 
these gas utilities in the matter of 
inadequate rates and unprecedented 
prices which they are being forced 
to pay for essential gas-making mate- 
rials, Ferdinand R. Bain, president 
and gerieral manager of the Southern 
Counties Gas Company of California 
today sent Franklin S. Wade, super- 
intendent of operation, East. 

The meeting of the gas men will 
be held in New York City May 26, 
having been called by the executive 
head of the American Gas Associa- 
tion. All matters affecting the gas 
in dustry of American today, the 
grave post-war conditions under 
which gas companies are endeavor- 
ing to operate, the danger of low 
rates in the face of increasing prices 
for the necessities of operation as 
well as other problems vitally in- 
teresting to the gas companies, will 
be entered into at the meeting. 

According to President Bain, Su- 
perintendent Wade will go directly 
to Buffalo, N. Y.,. where he will at- 
tend the annual convention of the 
Natural Gas Association which con- 
venes in that city May 17 and closes 
May 21. He will arrive in New York 
City in time to number among the 
gas executives to participate in the 
important meeting of the Ameerican 
Gas_ Association. 7 

“The serious financial situation 
which the gas utilities of the country 
are facing today, coupled with the 
inadequacy of rates will form the 
chief topics of discussion at this 
gathering,” said Mr. Bain. “Invest- 
ment in gas utilities has been strik- 
ingly low in the East, which in turn 
is reflected on the Pacific Coast. 

“As large a corporation as the 
Pennsylvania railroad today is pay- 
ing from 7% to 8 per cent for money, 
which means that the ordinary util- 
ity is forced to pay from 8 to 9 per 
cent. Bonds today are not particu- 
larly saleable at this high figure. It 
is to meet these pressing problems 
that the American Gas Association 
has called a special session of gas 
men from every quarter of the coun- 
try.”

An Ordinance of the City of Upland Regu- 
lating the Installation, Alteration and 
Repair of Inside and Outside Electrical 
Construction and Providing for the In- 
spection of the Same. 














Section 1. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion desiring to install, alter, repair, add 
to, connect with, or change any inside 
j electrical wiring, fixture, appliance, appa- 

: ratus, machinery or work, or to set any 

—_ electrical meter within the City of Up- 

land shall before doing so, make applica- 

tion in writing to the Electrical Inspector 
for a permit therefor. 

Provided, that any necessary repairs to 
electric motors, generators or appliances, 
necessitating no new wiring or no altera- 
tions to old wiring, or regular repairs 
necessary for proper maintenance of elec- 
tric irons ,heaters, sockets, or switch 
parts shall not be deemed to be altera- 
tions or repairs necessitating a permit 
within the meaning, of: this ordinance; but 
nothing herein shall be construed to re- 
lieve any person, firm or _ corporation, 
from the necessity of obtaining a permit 
before altering or repairing any inside 
electrical wiring. 

Provided further, that experimental 
electrical work in laboratories of techni- 
cal educational institutions of college 
rating shall not necessitate.a permit with- 
in the meaning of this ordinance. 

Provided further, that electrical appa- 
ratus, or appliances may he displayed or 
demonstrated in regular places of  busi- 
ness of electrical dealers, if the circuits 
to which such apparatus or appliances are 
attached shall have been regularly in- 
spected under this ordinance. 

When the fee herein required is paid 
and the — or general deposit herein 
required is made, and not before, the 
Electrical Inspector shall issue to the ap- 
plicant a permit which shall state the 
kind of work to be done and the location 
by street and number of the building 
where the work is to be done. Such per- 
mit shall be without effect as to any 
work not therein described or as to any 
place other than therein specified. If the 
work authorized by such permit is not 
begun within ninety (90) days from the 
date thereof and completed, and a certifi- 
cate issued thereon, within one year from 
the date thereof, such permit shall there- 
upon and thereafter be null and void; 
and before doing any further work at the 
location designated in such permit, a new

Section 4. All electrical wiring, connec- 
tions, fixtures, appliances, apparatus, ma- 
chinery, equipment or work, in the City 
of Upland existing at the time of the 
passage of this ordinance, and which do 
not conform to the specifications and pro- 
visions in this section contained, or is of 
a lower standard of construction than 
that herein provided for, shall be correct- 
ed and made to conform to the following 
specifications and provisions: 


All accessible inside wiring shall be 
knobbed at least every four feet, six 
inches. All outlets shall be loomed. All 
wiring shall be clear from wood, pipes 
and other rtions of the structure where- 
in such ring exists. No rubbish shall 
be permitted to come in contact with 
any electrical wiring. The use of a water 
proof or iron wire, or wire less than 
No. 14 in size, is prohibited. All joints 
shall be soldered and taped. Banking 
boards shall be installed at all ceiling 
outlets. The use of open fuses in cut- 
outs, tablet boards or main switches is 
prohibited. All cutout cabinets and in- 
side of doors thereto shall be lined with 

at least 1-8 inch asbestos. No circuit 
shall carry over 16 sockets or over 660 
watts. Unless loomed, all wires shall 
be separated by at least five inches. If 
more than four circuits are in use, a 
three wire feed shall be required. The 
use of cord work where standard wiring 
is required is prohibited. The use of flat 
or shallow canopies less than 3-4 inches 
deep, is prohibited unless boxes are used 
behind such canopies. An entrance switch 
shall be maintained within six feet of the 
oint of entrance of wires into all build- 


ngs, which switch shall be readily ac- 
cessiblé. The use of paper tubes and 
paper bushings is prohibited. All flush 


switches and receptacles shall be enclosed 
in iron boxes. All feeds shall run through 
the entrance switch before going to dis- 
tributing point. - 

All wires used shall be new code. 5 

Floor receptacles, other than those in- 
stalled in private houses, shall, when 
placed in the floor, have a wood mat 
which raises them at least 3-8 of an inch 
off the floor.

It shall be unlawful for any _ person, 
firm or corporation as_ principal, agent, 
officer, servant or ree for himself 
or itself, or for any other person, firm or 
corporation to maintain or use, or suffer 
or permit the maintenance or use of any 
electrical. wiring, fixtures, connections, ap- 
pliances, apparatus, machinery, equipment 
or work which does not conform to all of 
the specifications of this section set forth. 

Whenever the Electrical Inspector shall 
find any electrical wiring, connections, fix- 
tures, appliances, apparatus ,machinery, 
equipment or work which does not con- 
form to the requirements of this section 
he shall in writing notify the owner or 
person in charge thereof, or-of the build- 
ing wherein the same are placed to 
cease using electrical current in or through 
such electrical wiring, fixture, connec- 
tions, appliances, apparatus, machinggy, 
equipment or work, and to have the de- 
fect therein repaired within a reasonable 
time, not exceeding ten (10) days from 
the, date of notice.

All materials meeting with the require- 
ments of said code shall be apnreves and 
accepted by the Electrica Inspector 
whether bearing the stamp of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters or not, and 
until so approved, no such materials may 
be used, All material or work which 
is not specifically covered by said code 
must have the approval of the Electrical 
Inspector before acceptance. Where the 
Electrical Inspector shall withdraw  ap- 
proval of a device theretofore approved, 
he shall give sixty (60) days notice of his 
Intention to interested parties. 

Section 7. Except as otherwise herein

Section 8. The contractor shall test all 
his. concealed work upon completion of 
same. No work shall be covered or con- 
cealed until the certificate hereinbefore 
provided for shall have been issued, or 
the Electrical Inspector notice of inspec- 
tion and approval has been posted at the 
service switch outlet. All plumbing and 
other pipe and tube work must be_ in 
place on the work to be concealed before 
the electrical wiring is inspected. No 
such wiring will be considered as com- 
leted until such piping and tube work 
s in place. All wires under buildings 
shall be considered as concealed within 
the meaning of this ordinance. No job 
shall be considered as completed until 
the back plastering, if any, is completed. 

After inspection, no pipe or other metal

first notifying the Electrical Inspector so 
that said wires may be properly inspected 
and protected. In such cases all require- 
ments of the Electrical Inspector _as_ to 
placing of the wire or work, or as to 
the insulation thereof, shall be fully com- 
plied with. 

Where service switch is lo- 
eated outside of a maliding, the wireman 
shall protect same from the weather in 
an_ effective manner.

Motors must be figured. at 50 per cent 
overload to allow for starting current. 

Section 15. On spans from building to 
building of more than 4 feet 6 inches, 
not less than No. 4 solid knobs put on 
with screws not smaller than ao 2144x16 
shall be used at each end of span, 

All wiring hereafter installed on the 
outside of any outside wall in Fire Dis- 
trict No. 1, or any store front, or on any 
outside wall of a brick or concrete build- 
ing shall be in rigid conduit. If wiring 
runs above any roof it shall be at least 
7 feet above a flat roof, or 1 foot above 
a pitched roof, Greenfield flexible con- 
duit sha]l net be allowed (outside) unless 
lead lines. 

Section 16. Lron outlet boxes will be 
required where wiring is concealed in 
brick, conerete or stone walls, and wires 
must be incased in iron conduits. All 
conduits must be permanently grounded.

Motors or generators oper- 
ating at a pote in excess of 550 volts 
shall not be allowed except in central 
stations or where professional help is con- 
tinuously employed, while motor is in 
use. Professional help shall be deemed 
to be a rson ,at least twenty-one years 
of age, le. to read and write the Eng- 
lish language ,and_ thoroughly familiar 
with the risk attendant upon the opera- 
tion of high potential motors. Lead cov- 
ered cable shall be used exclusively to 
feed any electrical equipment using over 
550 volts, and no system using a ground 
reurn shall be allowed. The back of the 
switchboard shall be. effectually protected 
to prevent access by unauthorized, per- 
sons. All live parts in connection with 
all motors shall be protected in an ef- 
fective manner. 

Section 18, All electric lights in clos- 
ets, store-rooms, and rooms not regularly 
used, containing a gas meter, shall have 
keyless sockets and be controlled by a 
switch outside of such room or closet. ~ 

Section 19. It shall be unlawful to in- 
stall or maintain an_ electric motor in 
the same room or enclosure that contains 
not less than 1000 cubic feet of air space 
and is adequately ventilated to prevent 
the accumulation of gas. 

Section 20..It shall be unlawful to 
opereve any motion picture machine using 
films of celluloid or other inflammable 
material by means of an electric motor 
or . means other than a _ hand- 
pera’ crank. 

Section 21. It shall be unlawful to 
hand or fix in ition any electric sign 
or sign detuned for use as an electric 
sign, or which may be used as an elec- 
tric sign until such si shall have been

Immigrants’ Literary Test. 

Immigrants subject to the literary 
test at Ellis island now have to read 
thirty or forty words from the 
Psalms, in any language they prefer. 
Immigration inspectors are equipped 
with cards in all languages, with 
verses from the Psalms printed on 
them, All types of script are repre- 
sented—German, Arabic, Hebrew, 
Japanese, Russian and “sO on, except 
Chinese, for that nationality is not 
permitted to immigrate. Lest any 
alien learn parrotiike the verse of the 
Psalm that a friend in this country 
had to read, the inspectors have at 
least forty different verses in each 
language, one verse to a card.

The forest area of southern New 
England is now about 46 per cent of 
the total‘iand sarface.

1910 the forested area was estimated 
at 41 per cent, in 1850 as 32 per cent 
and in the Connecticut portion of the 
territory in 1820 as about 26 per cent.

United States Easily First in Metale 
of Greatest Importance to the 
World’s Industries. 

This country of ours possesses more 
mineral wealth than any other nation, 
though Great Britain (including what 

she controls) {s a close second. 

We lead the world with 87 per cent 
of all the fron and 35 per cent of all 
the coal. These, of course, are most 
{mportant. We own or control 72 per 
cent of all the petroleum. 

Copper ts the great American metal. 
We produce 69 per cent of the entire 





cent and of zine 32 per cent. 

England ts away ahead of us where 
gold is concerned. We produce only 23 
per cent of this precious stuff, where- 
as Great Britain’s output amounts to 
63 per cent. 

On the other hand, we claim 52 per 

cent..of the silver—the Mexican out- 
put being under our commercial con- 
trol—and_it ts actually in the power of 
our government to make the market 
priee of the white metal whatever Un- 
cle Sam chuvses. 
“Of the world’s sulphur we produce 
65 per cent. But we have no tin 
worth mentioning (a serious misfor- 
tune) and little potash. Now. how- 
ever, the potash supply is no longer 
controlled by Germany, territory re 
cently relinquished to France contain- 
Ing a large part of the deposits of that 
mineral salt.—Philadelphia Ledger 


ADOBE AS BUILDING MATERIAL 


Experiments. Have Shown, It ie 
Claimed, Murability of This Old 
and trexpensive Material. 





Adobe, the oldest known building 
material in southern California, !s due 
for a revival, according to John W. 
Chard, Santa Barbara architect. He 
asserts that If properly prepared this 
native material can be used to very 
considerably cut the cost of building. 

“Experiments,” says Mr. Chard, 
“have shown that adobe is the least 
affected by changes of temperature 
among all the building matertals. Tests 
show that adobe bricks register no 
more than six degrees difference be- 
tween February cold and extreme Sep- 
tember heat. As a building material It. 
is far stronger than is generally sup- 
posed, and develops a compressive 
strength as high as 400 pounds to the 
square inch. : 

“The proper plaster protection will 
insure an adobe wall against deterforia- 
tion. Hard cement plaster thorough- 
ly anchored into the walls and _treat- 
ed with an all-mineral water-proofing 
compound will give adobe walls great 
durabtiity. 

“Adobe is wet soll mixed with 
straw, cast into molds of required size 
and left to dry in the sun. As a build- 
ing material adobe is everlasting, 
soundproof, nonconductive and fire- 
proof, always of normal temperature, 
and is cool in summer and warm in 
winter.”"—Los Angeles Times,

it recently. A truck and trailer or 
trailers loaded with steel passed 
through Santa Ana which weighed, 
it was estimated, probably 35 or 40 
tons. It made such a rumble and 
rattle and its great weight caused 
such heavy vibration along with the 
speed unsuited to so great a moving 
mass, that it is thought probably 
$20,000 or $30,000 worth of damages 


While the state law limits loads 
to 10 tons and this county to eight 
tons, it was declared that 15, 20. and 
even 26 tons are not unknown while 
the limit is very often exceeded. Ad- 
mitting that the width of the tire 
and the fact that pneumatic tires 
are less harmful than solid, it is 
still felt that this matter Is as vital 
as any that the farmer has to con- 
sider and the farm bureau is going 
after the enforcement of the law at 
east, without gloves. 

The resolution ‘presented by Or- 
ange county and endorsed by this 
county follows: 

“Whereas, it has come to the no- 
tice of the directors of the Orange 
county farm bureau that the weights 
of loads which are carried or drawn 
over the public highways of Orange 
county are greatly in excess of what 
is allowed by the county ordinance 
regulating road traffic, and further, 
that said loads are being moved at 
an excessive rate of speed and the 
provisions of said ordinance are being 
thus daily and hourly violated and 
our highways are being thereby se- 
riously damaged and that if said prac- 
tice is not at once checked or stop- 
ped it will ultimately result in the 
total destruction of our paved high- 
ways that have cost pur people so 
much money and are one of the larg- 
est assets of our county; and, 

“Whereas, we fully realize the fact 
that our people who operate trucks 
over or on asid highways are enti- 
tled to the use of said highways 
within reasonable restrictions not 
detrimental to the interests and con- 
venience of others. who are equally 
entitled to consideration, we believe 
the time has now come when the 
provisions of the said ordinance 
should be strictly and rigidly enforc- 
ed, and that it is the duty of the 
board of supervisors of Orange coun- 
ty to see that the provisions of the 
said ordinance are enforced; there- 
fore, be it 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of 
the Orange County Farm Bureau and 
each and all of its members that “he 
provisions of the said ordinance reg- 
ulating the weight of loads hauled or 
driven on or over the highways. of 
Orange county and the speed at 
which said: loads are hauled or driv- 
en should be rigidly enforced and

of, said provisions of said ordinance 
VER: to the extent of employing, if 
icessary, an inspector, or inspec- 


tors, who shall be authorized and em- 


powered to demand and enforce the 
weighing of any load or loads being 
moved over said highways and if 
necessary to have said load or loads 
reduged in weight to conform to the 
provisions of said ordmance.” 





GEORGE JUNIOR HAVE MEM- 
ORIAL 

Plans for the proposed memorial 
chapel to be erected at the California 
George Junior Republic near Chino 
have been completed, and it is ex- 
pected that early progress will be 
made toward the completion of this 
fine addition to the republic’s build- 
ing group. 

The plans were prepared and do- 
nated to the institution by Myron 
Hunt, Los Angeles architect. They 
call for a concrete and hollow tile 
structure in the Spanish style of ar- 
chitecture. The building site is on 
an eminence commanding a view of 
the beautiful valley’ surrounding the 
280-acre tract which the members of 
the George Junior Republic have de- 
veloped into one of the most re- 
markable agricultural and educational 
communities in the West. 

This institution was established 
nearly twelve years ago. by a group 
of Pasadenans, who were interested 
in the problem Of giving boys a fa- 
vorable start in life. The institution 
is strictly educational and is in no 
sense correctional, being open only 
to boys of good mora! character. All 
boys who enter the republic commu- 
nity are required to spend half their 
time at the public school and the 
other half in some industry. The 
members, whose ages run from 14 
years upward, enjoy a remarkable 
record for-actual crop and livestock 
production. More than $7000 worth 
of farm products, exclusive of those 
used by the school, were raised and 
sold by these youthful farmers dur- 
ing the season of 1919-20. 

In addition to exceptionally fine 
dormitories, school, administration 
buildings and a modern dairy, the in- 
stitution has a pumping plant and ir- 
rigation system which covers 150 
acres of irrigated land. There is 
also a herd of 12 registered Holstein 
cows and one herd bull, together 
with a herd of Duroc-Jersey hogs, 
chickens, etc. 

The institution, which is supported 
by state and private contributions, is 
conducted under a board of trustees, 
including Dr. George Sumner of Clare- 
mont, president; E. H. Richardson 
of Ontario, vice-president; Mrs. M. 
B. Fowler, Mrs. Van Santvoord Merle- 
Smith, Chas. M. Stone, C. M. Davis, 
Mrs. Myron Hunt, Lloyd Macy, J. C. 
Sloane and an advisory board, con-
